u pperm ost. 
Mu ch of the report was a denu n­ 
ciation of prison con,^itions, charac­

"The grasshoppers are literally de­ 
vou ring the plants in my porch 
boxes. 
Is there anything that I 
can do?”

There are two methoda 
of getting rid of grasshoppers. One 
is the poison mash treatm ent, and 
me other isr the spraying method. 
In mak ing a poison bran mash, the 
ingredients are one tablespoonfu l of 
Paris green, one qu art of wheat 
bran, and a teacu pfu l 
of 
su gar. 
(Flower Talk No. 536)). 
The other 
method is u sing the arsenate of 
lead, one tablespoonfu l to the gal­ 
lon of water, and spray the plants 
with it. 
The arsenate of lead la 
not solu able in water, so you mu st 
k eep it well agitated so that the 
lead is in su spension in the water. 
Simply spray it on the plants every 
hou r or so u ntil the plants are 
qu ite white.
